RICHMOND APPROPRIATION FIRST 


The dispatehes Tuesday indicated that the riv- 
ers and harbors bill had met up with a most de- 
cided snag in the senate, and so it had, but it 
will not effect the Richmond appropriation, so 
don*t get scared. The bill as passed by the 
House had about $10,000,000 or $12,000,000 


“‘pork’’ in it, and it was this that the senate 
got after, and not legitimate items of expendi- 
dure. The bill now goes back to the House from 
the senate, and into a eonference committee, 
which will proceed to eliminate a lot of the 
“‘pork’’ and bring out the bill again remedied 
and primed down to where it ought to be, and 
when this is done you will find that the Sacram- 
opto river and Richmond harbor appropriations 
will be allowed to remain, for these two items 
have long been agreed upon by both House and 
Senate and the Conference Committee. 

Since the time of the oldest inhabitant there 
has always been ‘‘pork’’ in the rivers and har- 
bors bill. This has been deemed almost a nec- 
essity to protect the congressmen and senators 
Jin their jobs, .and the people themselves are to 
‘blame for it. As soon as a congressman gets 
fhome he is told by his constituency that while 
the did very well in national matters he forgot 
fibis own locality, and if he can’t get something 
through for hisilocal people he had better stay 
bome and let somebody go to eongress who ean. 
| This is the hot-shot that every member gets from 
i the home people, and so they long ago got to- 
| gether and tacitly agreed that certain small 
| @pPropriations should be made for the purpose 
Hof pacifying home folks. The natural conse- 


i quence was that a lot of things were ordered 
| 


and appropriations made for them that were un- 
} Mecessary, and in the aggregate this made up an 
expense of many millions for the government 
to meet. This was called the ““pork barrel,’’ 
}and every administration has followed that 
‘H precedent since the memory of man runneth 
H not back thereto. Now the Wilson administra- 
} tion goes on record as being against the ‘‘ pork 
} barrel,’’ and that is what has been causing the 
Htrouble with the rivers and harbors bill. The 
H ‘‘ pork”? is going to be cut out and the legiti- 
Wmate appropriations be left in. 

When the government board of engineers was 
re a couple of months ago this writer sailed 
y@round this bay with them and was with them 
y at luncheon at Winehaven and all day long, 
yand we went over this very question with every 
one of the board, at length and in detail. Cap- 
i tain Black, chairman of the board, told us that

In this country we are all familiar with the 
wild stories of political campaigns. They come 
out of the air where 


no one knows. They are } 
whispered about on the eve of an election until 
all the town, or countryside, or nation knows it, 
and in frequent telling it gathers the air of cir- 
cumstances, the embroidery of imagination and 
the venom of partisanship. It is a thing which 
is accepted before election as truth but. in a 
week or two after election ‘is believed by. no- 
body. . 

The stories of atrocities in Europe, which 
each side to the controversy is so anxious to put 
into circulation in America, are, most of them, 
of the same flimsy construction as the word-of- 
mouth scandals set going in a neated political 
campaign over here. They are mostly fiction. 
They are rumors amplified. They are the words 
of refugees helping to explain how seared the 
refugees are. They are, some of them manu- 
factured at military headquarters for the pur- 
pose of discrediting the enemy and stirring up 
the fighting spirit in their own troops. 

In every war there are atrocities, War is 
not a cheeker game in the shade of the black- 
smith’s elm. Cruelties and outrages have to be 
expected, and no army in the field has ever 
heen altogether guiltless of them. But the tales ff 
of barbarism and gorilla-like ferocity which En: 
slish, French, Germans, Austrians and Russians 
are shouting so hard into American ears may, 
ninty-nine percent of them, be set down as un- 
true. After the war is over such yarns will have 
no place in the records.

While most people know that the war will not cause its postpone- 

| ment, the action of the participating nacious since war was declared 

is not so widely known. Of the thirty nine nations tnat accepted in- 
vitations to participate in the Exposition, only four are involved in 
the present struggle.’ 

Even if every nation involved in the war should withdraw, the 
F xposition would still surpass all precedent. ‘Sut none of the nations 
concerned have sent notice of withdrawai at the time this article is 
written. 

Within three weeks after the war was announced, the Nether- 
lands increased its fund for the Expositicn from $100,000 to $400,000 
and requested that construction be rushed upon the 
lands pavilion near the Palace of Fine Arts; France cabled that there 
had been no change in her plans; the first emissaries of English 
manufacturers who will take part in a collective display reached San 
Francisco the last week in August (some of the most costly and 
elaborate displays ever shown will be presented from England); the 
Argentine, in view of new trade alignments between the American 
continents, increased its appropriation from $1,300,000 to $1,700,000; 
Japan, which made a/Splendid exhibit at St. Louis ‘during the Russo- 
Japanese war, sent word through its acting consul general in San 
Francisco, Mr. Yasutara Numano, that Japan’s display will be the 
finest that the Empire has ever made and that it will be completed 
in every detail upon the opening of the Exposition. Japan asked for 
increased exhibit space. 

Since the war broke out the stimulus on exhibits has been extra- 
ordinary. Manufacturers in the United States, Central and South 
America, the Orient and Canada have become impressed with the 
tremendous opportunity for bringing their googS to the attention of 
the world’s markets. Up to this year more than five hundred million 
dollars have been spent annually by American tourists in Europe, but 
in 1915, under the stimulus of cheap rates, millions of Americans 
will “See America First.”
